Kidnaped By Gypsies and Kept 
Two Year s. 


OFTEN BADLY W HIPPED. 


. D. Renfr o Hear d the Lad’s Cr ies 
and Took Him fr om His 
Tor mentor s. 


A fte r a life of two year s with 
gypsies, a life which 
he 
himself 
says 
was a 
living death, Elmer 
M or gan, a 
12-year -old 
boy, was 
r escued fr om the band of nomads 
w hich held him 
captive, and 
is 
n ow at the Madison county 
hos­ 
pital at Edwar dsville, 111., says the 
S t. Louis Republic. 
T w o year s ago Mr s. Lizzie Mor ­ 
gan, 
of 
Belle 
Ver non, 
Fayette 
county. Pa., by a 
succession 
of 
misfor tunes, became too 
poor 
to 
car e for her little son, Elmer , as 
she wished, and was compelled to 
place him in an or phanage. 
Soon after war ds a r oving band 
of gypsies came thr ough that par t 
of the countr y and stopped at the 
place. 
One of them was acquaint­ 
ed with a woman who was a ser v­ 
ant at the institution, and she told 
him about the lad. 
The gypsies 
saw Elmer , who was a br ight boy, 
and deter mined to take him with 
them. 
Thr ough the instr umental­ 
ity of the woman they got posses­ 
sion of the boy and immediately 
ieft town. 
Fr om that time to this, accor d­ 
ing to the boy’ s stor y, his life was 
a w ear y r ound of dr udger y and 
pain. 
The 
gypsies 
tr eated him 
w ith the utmost cr uelty, w hipping 
him until he could not stand, and 
star ving him besides. 
He tr ied r e­ 
peatedly to escape, but never suc­ 
cessfully, 
as 
the 
women 
would 
watch him if all the men happened 
to be gone, and he was given ab­ 
solutely no liber ty. 
His escape was br ought about 
thr ough the ver y har dship which 
was meted out to him. 
Tuesday 
of this week the band of gypsies 
ar r ived at Tr oy, nine miles south­ 
east of Edwar dsville, and camped 
for the night near the r esidence of 
W .

July 1 4 .—General 
Manager George W. Baumhoff, of 
the St. Louis Transit company , 
gave out a signed statement y es­ 
terday in reply to the published 
charges made by the strikers, in 
which 
the latter charged 
that 
Baumhoff had violated the agree­ 
ment entered into on July 2. 
Baumhoff denies that he violated 
in the slightest degree the agree­ 
ment between the strikers’ com­ 
mittee and the St. Louis Transit 
company . 
He say s he has strictly 
adhered to 
the agreement, and 
endeavored to act fairly with the 
strikers at all times. 
The general 
manager’s 
statement, 
which is 
very 
lengthy , 
denies 
all 
the 
charges 
made 
by 
the 
strikers 
against him. The statement closes 
as follows : 
“ Had the present organization 
been conducted in the interests of 
the street railway employ es instead 
of for the benefit of a few self­ 
chosen leaders, there would have 
been no strike and all difficulties 
ex isting between the company and 
its employ es would 
have been 
cheerfully and promptly settled. 
President W. D. Mahon, of the 
Street Railway Men’s unionj has 
arrived here from Detroit. 
He 
will take charge of the strike at 
once. 
Two thousand solicitors engaged 


by the Trades and Labor union to 
canvass the city and collect for the 
striking street railway men’s bus 
lines began work today . 
Chairman Biackmore, who is in 
charge of the work, reports tint 
contributions are coming in rap­ 
idly and he ex pects to have busses 
enough in a few day s to meet the 
demands of the sy mpathizing pub­ 
lic. 
Busses are now 
running 
on 
schedule time over three divis’ons 
of the Transit company ’s lines and 
are being well patronized. 
The imported men now at work 
for the Transit company <are be­ 
coming dissatisfied and charges of 
unfair treatment have been made 
by them against the company . 
Fifteen men who came from Bal­ 
timore to St. Louis in May left the 
city for their homes. They claimed 
that they found conditions in St. 
Louis different from what had been 
represented and that the Transit 
company failed 
to keep certain 
promises made to them 
A citizens’ movement to secure 
arbitration of the controversy be­ 
tween the St. Louis Transit com­ 
pany and the employ es who are on 
strike is assuming great propor­ 
tions. 
Hundreds of names are se­ 
cured daily , among them being 
some of the leading citizens of St. 
Louis, who want to see a speedy 
termination of the strike that has 
lasted more than two months. 
Cars are running as usual, de­ 
spite the reports that many em­ 
ploy es hired since the strike began 
are deserting the Transit company .
